That was about the thne the 
revolutionary committec was 
announcing over Scoul Radio 
that It had carried out the 
coup. 

A bodyguard aot Chang's re- 
sidence sald he did not know 
where the Premier was or 
where he had stayed over- 
night. is 

A general army officer claimed 
Chang was under arrest but 
there wos no confirmation.—

The military committes an- 
nounced over the Scoul Radio 
that its alms‘were strongly 
antl-Communist and strongly 
pro-Western. 


The first announcement of 
the action by the military re- 
volutionary. ccmmittee came 
after 40' minutes of heavy shoot- 
ing In Seoul, ‘ . 


Who the troops were firing on 
was not immediately known 
and there were no reports of 
casualtics. 

After that heavy firing, only 
an occasional shot could bc 
heard in the city until the 
second outbreak of shooting 
ehortly afler 7 am. 


Lone shot 


That quickly died down and 
again only an occasional lone 
shot was heard. 

All reports from the streets 
said only units of the army and 
marine corps were involved. 
How strong they are could not 
immediately. be learned, but 
at least several battalions 
seemed to de Involved. 

‘Troops scized major govemn- 
ment buildings and took over 
the direction of traffic, Trucks 
filled-with singing marines rear- 
ed through the streets. 

The revolutionary committec 
declared its actlon was a com- 
plete success and there was no 
immediate indication of .any 
counter activity. 

Both the UN Command and 
the US Embassy here declined 
to comment.

(ne whole weight of the PAP 
political machine, fod by the 
Prime Minister, Mr Lee Kuan- 
yew, was not enough to dis- 
jodge Mr Ong Eng-guan, former 
flery PAP Mayor of Singapore, 
ex-Minlster for Natlonal Deve- 
lapmenit—he was kicked out of 
‘ix cabinet. post by Mr Lee 
and later expelled from the 
PAP—from his stronghold: - in 
Hong Lim, which he won again 
with a bly majority - over the 
PAP candidate in a by-clection. 

After the PAP had expelled 
him from the party, he sat in 
the Legislative Assembly with 
two other expelled PAP mem- 
bers us an independent. 

Then the PAP Government 
sought to get the assembly to 
pass a motion of condemnation 
again.t Mr Ong for alleged 
conduct “unbecoming of an as- 
sembly member,” and “abuse of 
the priviloge of the Assembly." 

Before the assembly — could 
make a move on this motion, 
Mr Ong resigned from his seat 
after heated words were = cx- 
changed with Mr Lee Kuan-yew 
nnd his cabinet during an as- 
sembly debate. 


INQUIRY GROUP 


The Government then set up 
a commission of inquiry which 
found that Mr Ong’s allegations 
of nepotism against the Prime 
Minister and Minister for La- 
bour and Law in the Legisla- 
live Assembly were "“groundile: 
and reckless." 4 


The PAP dominated assem- 
bly then proceeded to pass a 
resolution condemning Mr Ong 
for his conduct.

’ As the by-elecuon campaign 
got underway in the worker's 
district of Hong Lim, it became 
Incrensingly evident to everyone 
including the PAP by attend- 
anee at the rallies that the 
majority of the Hong Lim 
people were for Mr Ong and 
not going to vole for the PAP 
candidate, Mr Jck Yuen-thong, 
ex-newspaperman, ex-political 
detainee, political secretary to 
the Prime Minister and present 
treasurer of the PAP. 


WHOLE CABINET 


The PAP brought in thelr 
whole cabinct and the powerfdl 
Trades Union Congress bigwigs 
to speak ta the people of Hong 
Lim. Meanwhile, Mr Lee start- 
ed holding lunchtime rallies in 
the centre of the city to get 
to the white-collar class work- 
ers, very faw of whom live Jn 
Hong Lim. ‘This was seen by 
political obecrvers as an attempt 
by the PAP to win over the 
support of the white-collar and 
Englicsh-educated workers, whom 
they had allenated during the 
1959 general elections, tor 
things to come including ar’ 
other by-election in Singapore 
soon, 

Throughout" the campaign, 
Mr Jek and his party support- 
ers, the stoutest of whom has 
been the Prime Minister, have 
stressed the need for realis- 
ing the problems that faced 
the state—maassive unemploy- 
ment, resulting from a fan- 
tastically high birth rate, the 
need for industriallsation, for 
economls and political ctablil- 
ty, for a Malayan consclous- 
ness and for the eventual goal 
of a merger with tho Federa- 
tion, 

The PAP concept of ind 
denee for Singapore throug! 
merger with the Federation was 
repeated again and ogain. 


‘A STOOGE' 


The PAP maintained through- 
cut the campaign that Mr Ong 
woo a stooge of the “opportunist 
right” anid the unwitting hand- 
maiden of the “lunatic left." He 
was called a liar repeatedly and 
the electorate was | reeninded 
that the commission of inqulry 
had branded him as a person 
not to be bellpved. 

Mr Ong campaigned on his 
famous 16 resolutions for which 


en= 


he wns expelled from the PAP. |’ 


The main item of the resolutions, 
which tainly called for the 
party to be reorgipiscd, avas onc 
calling'on thé P. Government 
to approach Britain now for 
independence talks and not walt 
until 1003 to review the present 
consilfution, which only = gives 
Singapore Internal self-governe 
ment, 4 = 


His contention was that the 
Federation way unwilling to let 
SIngapore merge with it at pre- 
sent so the only alternative was 
toe seek independence first ‘and 
later maybe 8 merger with 
Malaya. - 

Mr Ong, who polled the larg- 
est majority among ail the 
candidates in the 1959 gener- 
al elections, still. commanded 
a blg majority In the present 
by-election. In an electorate of 
11,900, of whom 90.8 per cent 
turned out to vote, Mr Ong 
polled 7,747 votes to Mr Jck’s 
2,820. 


THE DEFEAT 


The defeat for the PAP was 
more of a personal one to Mr 
Lee than the party, although 
they used everything in their 
power to sway the people of 
Hong Lim. The PAP still com- 
mands an overwhelming major- 
Sty in the Sl-seat assembly with 
49 assomblymen and one PAP 
seat vacant due to death at 
Anson, 

Even with this big majority 
{in the assembly, Mr Lee gave 
the Impression in his campaign 
speeches that if the Government 
Jost at Hong Lim and later at 
Anson, the party would have to 
reconsider its whole position in 
Singapore. 

After the election Mr Lee 
sald, “We must clearly re- 
establish our position of con- 
fidence,” and at the same time 
he said that the PAP centrat 
executlve would meet “to con- 
sider when and how the other 
constituencies can give their 
verdict on who should be re- 
sponsible for the lives of the 
people of Singapore.” 

He sald in a May Day address 
that “the workers and people 
of Singapure must decide now 
whether they stood for or 
against the PAP.” 


GRAVE POLICIES 


He sald that the party believed 
that decisions of grave political 
policies could be Ieft open till 
1963, when the consititutlonal 
position would be reviewed. 

“But developments that have 
taker place make it necessary 
that decisions have to be taken 
earller in the interest of cvery- 
body,” he added. 

All this has led to speculation 
here that the PAP Government 
may resign and call for new 
elections in the hope of getting a 
fresh mandate from the people 
after only two years in power.

Mao King-hon sald he 
did not know what kind of 
business fils son was doing but 
he understood: that his son had 
two firms by the name of 
Oriental Steel and Rolling Mills 
Ltd and Lee Hing Company.

Witness sald he Just saw his 
son. on or about January 8 
ndding that he had no idea of 
defendnnt leaving. the Colony 
until January 16 when he re-

Wlhtness sald he was very 
angry when he knew that 
defendant had gone Icaving 
behind his wife and children. 
‘He added that he did not 
know where. defendant had 

gone. . 

Cheng Kam-kwong, manager 
of Lee Shing Company, of "170 
Wing Lok-strect West, second 
floor, testiled that he had 
known defendant for six or 
seven years and tised to have 


dealings with him. 


Referring to a particular tran- 
saction on January 2 this year, 
Cheng said -he received ao tele- 
phone call from ‘defendant who 
told ‘him that he had some 
business for him. As a result, 
Cheng said he went to the Kow-
